CALGARY, Jan, 26—(CP)—Five 


bers who are believed to have per- 
ished in the crash last Saturday 
morning of an RCAF transport on 
Ptolemy mountain arrived in Blair- 
more, Alta., last night.

THE COMMITTEE also sanction- 
ed the establishment of a North 
Edmonton stub line that would run 
along the Fort Trail from 118 ave- 
nue to 127 street and return. This 
will cost $35,000 for the widening 
of pavement on the Fort Trail, and 
$49,000 te provide three motor 
coaches, 

Another new route recommended 
is a stub line on 106 street in 
South Edmonton, This route will 
traverse 104 street from Whyte av- 
enue along University avenue, 76 
avenue to 106 street and then to 
70 avenue, It will cost $20,000 for 
paving, and $33,000 for motor equip- 
ment, 

Also authorized was the exten- 
sion of the 95 street trolley coach 
Hine to 115 avenue and east along 
the avenue to’ 82 street. 

THE CITY COMMISSIONERS 
submitted also a report dealing 
with requests from several districts 
for street railway facilities, or an 
increase in the service on existing 
routes. This section of the report 
was not dealt with by the commit- 
tee at Friday's mecting. 

The commissioners’ report shows 
that the facilities asked for would 
cost $935,500 in street improvements 
and equipment, that the revenue 
from the proposed routes would 
amount to $24,622, with operational 
costs set at $137,000, to leave an 
operational deficit of $112,673, if 
the routes were put into operation. 

THE CONSIDERATION of this 
report will likely be undertaken by 
the committee at its next meeting.

stocks, 

The President said the problem 
of supplying the destitute people of 
the world with wheat “rests mainly 
on the shoulders” of the United 
States, Canada, Austrailia and 
Argentina, the principal wheat- 
growing countries.

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Best In the West 


Edmonton took 12th place among all 
the cities and towns in Canada in the inter- 
national Fire Prevention Week competition 
last fall. With a “special merit” score of 
89 points it led all the cities in western 
Canada. 

This is something of which Edmonton’s 
fire brigade can well be proud, and which 
will bring keen satisfaction to the citizens 
at large. No fire protection system is or 
can be perfect, but that this city has the 
best in the west and is among the best pro- 
tected in Canada is highly gratifying. 

Edmonton has not been niggardly in 
the past when it came to buying up-to-date 
equipment for its fire department. That 
has been sound policy, as its present stand- 
ing shows. The award of the judges will 
confirm the taxpayers in the belief that 
this is one service in which efficiency is 
cheap at any necessary cost. 

Some time this summer Edmonton's 
fire-fighters will go on a three-shift basis, 
extending to these men the eight-hour day 
that is common in other occupations, Some 
time ago the voters approved this change 
at a plebiscite. The place given the city in 
this competitive comparison with other 
cities in the Dominion is evidence that the 
shorter day is well deserved. 


Ontario Led the Way 


Attorney-General Blackwell tried his 
hand the other day at explaining why Pre- 
mier Drew won't accept the Dominion 
proposals for a new deal with the pro- 
vinces, Saskatchewan, he said, is going in 
for socialization of industry, and the 
socialized industries won’t pay any corpor- 
ation taxes. Hence, for some not very well 
defined reason, Ontario will have nothing 
to do with the federal plan. 

Well, what province was it that started 
this socializing business? None other than 
the province of Ontario. It began when the 
Conservative Government of Premier 
Whitney launched the Hydro-Electric 
scheme, with Sir Adam Beck as god-father. 

That now gigantic enterprise, which 
generates electricity and distributes it all 
over the province, pays no corporation. 
taxes. It hasn’t paid a dollar, not a dollar, 
to the Dominion treasury through all the 
war years, when every private corporation 
in the country was handing over any- 
thing up to 95 per cent of its surplus earn- 
ings. During those same years the power 
companies in Quebec were paying $15,- 
000,000 per year into the Dominion funds. 

Attorney-General Blackwell might bet- 
ter have left Ontario’s case to rest on the 
32,000 word essay of Premier Drew. His 
explanatory activities result only in point- 
ing out that if Saskatchewan is dodging 
corporation taxes by its socializing pro- 
gram, the province of Ontario led the way 
and stands as the most successful dodger 
among the whole nine provinces, 


Politics and Universities 


The organized student body of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia has rejected 
with some vehemence the proposal that 
political parties be granted the right to 
establish clubs and take up activities on 
the campus. 


Since a decision in this matter will have 
to be taken sooner or later by other Cana- 
dian universities, including the University 
of Alberta, the soundness of this particular 
decision calls for warm commendation, 

It is, of course, absurd that university 
students should stand scornfully aloof 
from political thinking. There is no such 
thing as academic sanctuary from the 
realities of life. And the government of a 
country is exceedingly real just as its 
forms and practices are exceedingly im- 
portant, 

It is a nasty bit of scholastic hypocrisy, 
then, to assume that the science of gov- 
ernment is too degraded a business to 
merit the attention of keen and enquiring 
young minds. Indeed, the only way to raise 
the intellectual and moral status of politics 
is to make it interesting to unprejudiced 
and unbiased minds. 

But while all this may be true, it is 
still an unwholesome business to turn party 
organizations loose in Canadian univer- 
sities, because the party approach is de- 
cidedly the improper approach to the study 
of politics as a vital science, 

One remembers with keen distaste the 
degrading use of university students by 
all the fanatic parties of pre-war Europe. 
Every account of political violence used to 
be accompanied by a notation of “student 
riots”, 

One remembers how even in Britain the 
student bodies of even the staidest uni- 
versities were employed to advance polit- 
ical bigotry of the most explosive kind, 

Students cannot pursue the tranquil 
study of politics in the most profitable way 
while they are being made the catspaws of 
parties, 

British Columbia does well to bar this 
parly activity from her campus. And other 

universities will do equally well to follow 


thes wise 


To h and inflation in Greece has 
been added the evils of a seemingly wide- 
spread revolt, staged by the monarchists, 
with or without instigation by the absen- 
tee king. British forces are apparently 
standing by, “collaborating” with the gov- 
ernment in the interest of order, accord- 
ing to the premier, but taking no part in 
the faction war. 

Greece provides an extreme example of 
a kind of folly that is too prevalcnt in the 
world for the prospect of quick recovery 
to be as bright as it could and should be. 
Its Lee could be employing themselves 
in producing food, in making things to 
trade for food, and in restoring the wreck- 
age of war. Instead, thousands of them 
are frittering away time and energies in 
factional strife. 

In less spectacular and less dangerous 
fashion, the same thing is bean. Rng a 
good many countries. Everywhere there 
is need that ple set themselves pati- 
ently and resolutely to the task of, repair- 
ing war dam , overcoming scarcities by 
sustained uction, meeting and solving 
the new problems which confront them. 
But, as in Greece, time and energy are be- 
ing wasted in class struggles and doctrine- 
inspired feuds. 

There is no doubt about the general 
result. World recovery is being retarded. 
Necessaries of life are being os scantier 
than they were seven years ago. tagon- 
isms are being created which only time 
can cure. To the evil legacy of war are 
being added the cost of delay in getting 
constructive and reconstructive forces into 
full swing. Our world is poor enough. 
Why make it poorer? 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
says the price of sugar in Canada will not 
go up.

An Argentine general has resigned a 
federal commissionership in order to fight 
a duel with an admiral who said he took 
money to assist in the election campaign 
of Peron.

The 
general, it is also implied, would rather face 
a pistol than an investigation. 


General MacArthur proposes an inter- 
national military tribunal to try 700 Japa- 
nese accused of committing war crimes. 
This substitution of an international court 
for the American courts hitherto hearing 
such charges is in line with the Moscow 
decision to set up a joint control council to 
direct occupation policy in Japan. There 
is nothing in the change to encourage Jap 
war criminals to think they will get off 
with less than they deserve. 


Special bride-ships are to start sailing 
from Britain early next month. It is ex- 
pected that about a month later all the 
British wives of Canadian soldiers will 
have reached Canada, with their children. 
With their arrival the demand for living 
quarters will become more keen in every 
Canadian centre. That is the very practical 
point which officials and householders 
should take into account before the rush 
starts. ;

Once divided, not all this money 
may be spent wisely, either by the 
lucky number holders or the wel- 
fare agencies. But that the di- 
vision will be conducted by the 
most modern, ingenuity-proof meth- 
ods Latins have been able to de- 
vise, designed to ensure absolute 
fairness, is certain. No Latin gov: 
ernment—and lotteries, while usu- 
ally national, are also state, munici- 
pal, and private—has lasted long, 
once a hint of scandal has crept into 
the lottery. 

Argentina's first civilian presi- 
dent, Ramon S. Castillo, was able 
to brush off ballot-stuffing charges, 
utility-franchise steals, rubber-ra- 
tioning frauds, tax thefts, and other 
juicy dippings into the public 
strong-box. But when an attempt 
to fix the loteria drawings was dis- 
covered, the ensuing scandal push- 
ed the war news off the front pages 
of Buenos Aires dailies. And, as 
much as anything else, it weakened 
public confidence in Castillo’s ad- 
ministration, so that the militarists 
had little difficulty ousting him.

The United States, the home of 
“big business” and what its econom- 
ists calls “industrial empires,” has a 
habit of frothing at the mouth at 
the word “monopoly”. Britain is 
supposed to be the home of “mon- 
opoly,” an idea that has always 
seemed a little odd until one dis- 
covers what phantoms float about 
in the American mind. We read in 
that usually excellent paper the 
“St. Louis Post-Dispatch,” for in- 
stance, a blood-curdling story on 
the theme. After the last Great 
War, it appears, British “financial 
and industrial interests” found 
their influence slipping. 

The Federation of British in- 
dustries, the world’s largest asso- 
ciation of manufacturers, with an 
aggregate capital of 30 billions, had 
dominated the Empire. Realizing 
that its investments were endanger- 
ed by rising peoples movements, 
the combine decided to support 
world dictatorship movements ra- 
ther than be dethroned. Backed by 
the Bank of England and its affili- 
ates, which put the squeeze on re- 
ealcitrant concerns by refusing 
loans or credits, this behemoth 
soon exercised an air-tight control 
over the Empire, both politically 
and economically The FBI uncover- 
ed its links with monopolies in the 
United States, France, Germany, 
Spain, Italy and Japan. In fact, the 
combine put the world’s output in 
a single cauldron and ladled out the 
gravy to the faithful, 

It will be a pity to disturb our 
credulous American . friend by 
telling him that the FBI is just as 
much a “monopoly” or a “combine” 
as is its opposite number in the 
United States, the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers—and no 
more; and that the rest is non-| 
sense. But that is how the legends | 
about Britain grow and flourish 
in America, and there is no over- 
taking them.

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South American Governments Have Made— 


Lotteries Big Business 


At Least 25,000,000 Latin-Americans From Mexico to Chile Buy Tickets Once and 
Sometimes Twice Weekly and Drawings Are Gala Affairs

South America’s west coast repub- 
lics. Ancient crones, the blind and 
deformed, and barefoot kids, whose 
persistence cannot be imagined un- 
til it has been experienced, hawk 
tickets day and night. 

Mexico even has a paralyzed 
cripple who rides, papoose fash- 
ion, on a runner—his hands free 
to pick up the pesos and hand 
over the tickets. In Venezuela, 
sellers shout their numbers in the 
early dawn, the theory being that 
in the morning customers think 
they have dreamed of a certain 
number and will hustle out to buy 
it. 

Each vendor claims to impart a 
special good luck premium at no 
extra charge, but the power does 
not extend to their own earnings, 
which are pitifully small. They 
buy their supply of tickets at a 
five to 15 percent discount and 
peddle them at face value. Same 
are self-employed. Others work 
for syndicates which also operate 
chains of shops. In many coun- 
tries returns are permitted up to 
a few hours before drawing time. 
Elsewhere, there is no refund on 
tickets once purchased, a practice 
that assures the government of its 
share for administration and wel- 
fare distribution regardless of the 
fluctuating last-minute customer 
resistance. 

* * * 


NEITHER SOCIAL WORKERS 
nor inquisitive newsmen have been 
able to determine what percentage 
of the average Latin family’s in- 
come goes into the lottery. Being 
the operators and the beneficiaries, 
Latin governments don’t welcome 
such research into national habits, 
despite the scientific ends to be 
served, There is no doubt, however, 
that many a poor family, which can 
hardly make ends meet, manages 
to put something aside for the 
weekly ticket though it may mean 
going without food. 

Even Latins who don't like to 
think about the amount of maney 
(hus employed have pointed out 
that, were there no lottery, the 
gambling impulse would find out- 
let somewhere. Under government 
supervision, they add, gambling is 
at least fair. The lottery is the only 
hope of economic security many 
have, and its sustaining value to 
the spirit is held to be as important 
to them as bread. 

Social welfare organizations also 
confess that they have no desire 
to upset the system especially 
since they don’t know where they 
might get funds if the lottery were 
stopped. 

In order to keep hope alive and 
sales steady, lotteries in every coun- 
try emphasize smaller prizes in ad- 
dition to the major attraction of 


the grand premio. At a typical 


special drawing in Mexico, for inst- 
ance, 5,700 prizes are distributed. 
The first prize is 1,300,000 pesos, 
about $266,000 at current exchange, 
although variations between United 
States and Mexico cost and wage 
scales make it worth more, The low- 
est main prize is $32,000. Consolation 
prizes for all tickets ending in the 
same digit as the grand prize run 
into hundreds. 

Argentino’s Christmas gordo dis- 
tributes 6,000,000 pesos, or about 
$1,500,000. 

But even in Argentina it is rare 
for an individual to hold an entire 
ticket on the extraordinary draw- 
ings. Since such tickets average 
225 pesos—about $55—a group of 
neighbors, an office staff, or a de- 
partment in a big plant, or a num- 
ber of farmers will get together 
and take tenths or twentieths., 


* * 


A GOOD MANY WHO live in 
the capital cities—usually more than 
can crowd into the always ornate 
lottery headquarters — watch the 
drawings, which are Friday morn- 
ing or pre-holiday affairs in most 
places. In Mexico and Central Am- 
erica the drawings are made three 
evenings each week. Showmanship 
and considerapvle attention to de- 
monstrating that there are no tricks 
up the sleeve mark the daw, 


wi? 


Mexico's drawing is typical. Pre- 
paring the mechanical selectors and 
testing them thoroughly takes two 
hours of operations— all performed 
in full view of the never bored 
audience. Then a huge wire sphere, 
filled with thousands of tiny num- 
bered balls, is spun, On the other 
side of the crowded stage is another 
ball filled sphere. Each of these is 
marked with a prize figure. Ninos 
cantores, singing boys, pick up the 
mechanically selected balls with 
long tongs designed to prevent any 
palming substitutions. They yell out 
the numbers and then post and lock 
them in a big frame. 

* * * 


NO RECORD OF the purchaser 
is kept by the ticket seller. The 
buyers either see their numbers in 
the extract printed in most papers 
after each drawing or run a prac- 
ticed eye down the big billboard- 
size listings furiously peddled 
around to each licensed sales point 
after the drawings. 

Since tickets are payable any- 
where from six months to a year 
after the draw, winners can and 
frequently do remain hidden long 
enough to escape the inevitable 
horde of salesmen, agents, income) 
tax collectors, and chisellers. Less) 
than five per cent. of the prizes are 
unclaimed when the time limit ex- 
pires. 

What happens to the share de- 
signated for public welfare is care- 
fully documented. Mexico's lottery 
furns the entire 20 per cent. “pro- 
fit,” which amounts to 17,000,000 
pesos annually, over to the Minis- 
try of Public Assistance. To this is 
added 12,000,000 pesos raised by 
direct taxation. 

The 30,000,000 pesos is then doled 
out to state and municipal organi- 
zations which, as in the United 
States, must raise an equal amount 
locally. In Mexico City, 36 agen- 
cies — mothers’ homes, maternity 
and children’s hospitals, clinics and 
dormitories for the homeless — are 
supported by lottery funds. 

* * * 


IN ARGENTINA much of the 
profits from the Federal lottery re- 
‘urns go to the Sociedad de Bene-| 
ficencia, a semi-public organization 
much patronized by estancia-owning 
Gowagers. It works with the 
church in maintaining a score of 
hospitals and home relief, medical, 
and nursing services. 

Similar arrangements exist in 
other Latin republics; consequent- 
ly, outright charity campaigns, 


community chest drives, and the 
like have a difficult time. When 
some special group needs funds, it 
usually puts on a lottery of its own. 
Homes, cars, and trips are offered 
in addition to handsome cash prizes. 
Rarely does the public fail to re- 
spond. Of course, it is helping the 
cause—and besides, this might be 
the lucky time.

Failure of Religion 


Too Many Folk Refuse to Face Effort of Reading, Thinking, 


Talking and Puzzling Way Out of Their Difficulties

It is a popular pastime to discuss 
reasons for what is called “the fail- 
ure of religion,” and specifically of 
the Christian religion. 

In many cases, of course, it Is 
possible to fall back on the remark 
that Christianity has not been tried 
and found wanting; it has simply 
not been tried. But one fact is plain, 
and that is that there is a huge dis- 
crepancy between the number of 
practicing Christians who maintain 
an active membership in one or an- 
other branch of the Christian 
Church, and the much larger num- 
ber of those whose religious affili- 
ations do not go much beyond the 
demands of the census taker and 
the relative necessity of being mar- 
ried and buried. 

My own feeling is that many folk 
could trace their own growing lack 
of interest in the Church and in 
religion generally to a sense of in- 
ftellectual bewilderment. As they 
grow up beyond the years of child- 
hood and adolescence they come up 
against a series of “pains in the 
mind,” often based on misconcep- 
tions of what they quite wrongly 
assume to be Christian teaching 
on fundamental matters. Then, 
rather than face the effort of read- 
ing, thinking, talking, and puzzling 
out their difficulties, they simply 
abandon the matter and take up a 
position towards religion which can 
best be described as benevolent 
agnosticism,

AT THE HEART of the Christian 
faith lies a fact of history, the fact 
of the Cross of Christ.

But around the Cross of 
Christ centre many difficulties for 
the plain man. Ifthe plain man is 
going to shirk those difficulties by 
saying that they don’t matter, his 
whole religious foundation is im- 
perilled. 

One of the most suggestive and 
readable books on this subject is 


Dr. Leslie Weatherhead’s “A plain| 


man looks at the Cross.” It takes 
these difficulties honestly and deals 
with them plainly. I do not ignore 
the fact that the theological Ppos- 
ition of the minister of the City 
Temple can be assailed in some 
Quarters as dangerous to strict 
orthodoxy, Even at that it is argu- 
able that a clear-minded and in- 
tellectually honest heretic is more 
asset to religion than a muddle- 
headed or empty-headed “believer,” 
whose readily accepted belief is 
based wholly on the schoolboy def- 
inition of faith as “believing, what 
you know isn’t true.” Wrong Think- 
ing can be corrected; no thinking 
can't. 

THEOLOGY, THE “Queen of 
Sciences” as it has been called, is 
simply the study of God. If men 
are to know anything about Go 
they must learn some theology— 
even the plain man. But he doesn't 
have to learn it in highly technical 
language or obsolete figures of 
speech. 

Dr. Weatherhead in his book re- 
views historically the way in which 
men down through the ages have 
looked at the Cross in relation to 
redemption, from St. Paul to 
Ritsch], and from Abelard and 
Anselm to Moberly and Maritain.

Second speaker of the afternoon 
was Miss K. Harriet Christie, as- 
sociate general secretary of the 
Student Christian Movement, who 
has recently returned from Britain. 
She represented the churches of 
the Dominion, as well as the SCM, 
and was able to observe at first 
hand the people of Britain, par- 
ticularly the women and children, 
who faced the terrors of the war 
years. Miss Christie spoke of the 
deep admiration which the British 
people had for Canada and of 
their undying gratitude for all that 
the Dominion had done for them. 
Women and children of the con- 
tinent, with particular reference to 
Holland, was the theme of an ad- 
dress by The Rev. T. R. Davies, 
minister of Highlands United 
Church and former padre, who re- 
turned recently from several years 
service with the troops in Europe. 
WITH HIS INTIMATE know- 
ledge of life in the low countries, 


and from personal observation, he 
was able to present to his listeners 
a graphic description of the priva- 
tions and suffering of the Dutch 
women and children in the fighting 
areas. He spoke of the resistance 
movement among the people and 
said he did not consider it entirely 
satisfactory, since it led to re- 
prisals and further suffering. Lack 
of food and clothing, he said, was 
what he considered the most lam- 
entable, and he believed that a high 
percentage of the people would 
suffer all their lives through lack 
of nutrition. He pleaded for toler- 
ance and sympathy from the 
church, and showed how the Cana- 
dians should be glad to help since 
they had been spared the horrors 
of war. 

At the evening session, greetings 
were brought by the Rev. E. H. 
Birdsall, chairman of Edmonton 
presbytery; the Rev. W. T. Young, 
home missions committee of pres- 
bytery, and the Rev. Murdoch Mac- 
Kinnon, minister of Robertson 
United church. All three speakers 
stressed the place of the church in 
the post-war world. 

MISS CHRISTIE, in her evening 
address, said that the young people, 
who had been absent from the 
church during the war years en- 
Gaged in the war, should be wel- 
comed back into the church, even 
if it meant the older members 
would be obliged to make a place 
for them.

CANADA STANDS IN grave 
danger of losing the foothold she 
has established in the British bacon 
market should the present trend 
in lower production of hogs con- 
tinue, according to S. W. Sheppard, 
manager of the Alberta Livestock 
Co-operative Ltd, when he dis- 
cussed the future of swine raising. 
Hog raisers, he pointed out, are not 
getting the same consideration from 
governments as are those who con- 
centrate on other forms of farm 
produce. He pointed out that no 
bonus was paid on grain fed to 
hogs on the farm, and that there 
was no corresponding allowance to 
hog raisers to equalize those 
bonuses, 

“Beef producers will agree that 
prices prevailing for the past three 
years have been satisfactory, and 
they would be happy if there was 
some assurance that the present 
arrangement of ceiling and floor 
price were to be maintained for a 
much longer period,” Professor J. 
P. Sackville, University of Alberta, 
stated when he told the appraisers 
his view of the future for beef 
raisers in Alberta. 

EXPERIMENTS AT THE univer- 
sity have demonstrated the value 
of marginal and sub-marginal lands 
in the raising of forage crops for 
cattle, and the professor suggested 
that the growing of pastures and 
hay crops is urgently needed in 
some areas in,Alberta in the in- 
terest of soil conservation. 

Quoting Premier Ernest Man- 
ning’s address to the Dairy Council 
of Canada at a meeting in Calgary 
a year ago, “The future is for those

tionary level for December 1945, 
while that in the central and 
southern parts showed a continued 
decline in line with a similar de- 
crease noted in last month's report, 
according to the monthly letter 
issued by the dairy branch of the 
provincial department of agri- 
culture. 

The decrease in milk production 
is reflected in the figures given 
for butter output which dropped 
5.9 per cent during the month, as 
compared to December a year ago. 
Production swung down 23,2 per 
cent in Southern Alberta, but the 
loss was equalized somewhat by a 
slight rise in the north. 

DURING THE SAME month 
cheese production declined 208 per 
cent with no classification as to 
area being noted. Creamery butter 
stocks declined 19.9 per cent but 
cheese stocks on hand upped by 
52 per cent. 

Comparative figures for the en- 
tire year of 1945 show decreased 
production for ‘the year in butter, 
not only for the province of Al- 
berta, but also for the whole of 
the Dominion. Cheese output was 
slightly greater for the province in 
the year, the report states, although 
stocks in storage have declined.

More Unregistered 
Guns Believed Here 


. S. Reynolds, accountant for 


Saturday that registration of guns 
in the city was proceeding rapidly, 
and that large numbers were com- 
ing in each day. He pointed out, 
however, that there were still a 
large number of unregistered guns 
here. 

No registration of hunting weap- 
ons, shotguns and rifles, is required 
unless they are fully automatic, he 
said, The accountant issued a warn- 
ing to all owners of unregistered 
guns that their guns would be liable 
for confiscation if unregistered. 
“Owners of unregistered guns have 
had them confiscated by the crown 
when prosecuted in the past,” he 
said. 

So that there can be no excuse for 
not obeying the law in this respect, 
owners of pistols and revolvers are 
now warned that on and after April 
1, 1946, persons found in possession 
of an unregistered pistol or revolver 
will be subject to prosecution un- 
der the provisions of the Criminal 
Code of Canada. 

Re-registration is a simple pro- 
cess. Just take your small arm to

| board. Then he is established under 
the VLA and the agreement of sale 
is drawn up. This will permit hun- 
| dreds of veterans, whose wives will 
|not arrive in this country before 
|seeding time this spring, to start 
| their farming operations this year. 
/Under the old regulations they 
|would not be able to get onto the 
| farms until it was too late to take 
off a crop this year and their re- 
habilitation would be delayed a full 
year or more, 
| The special advantage gained by 
renting the farm instead of enter- 
ing into the agreement for sale im- 
|mediately is that, if the wife does 
not like the district the farm is in, 
the veteran is not tied to that par- 
ticular locality and may be estab- 
lished in another more suitable area. 
ONCE AN AGREEMENT for sale 
has been signed the veteran is stuck 
there for better or for worse and 
!cannot apply to the director again. 


|The rents will be set in a manner 
which “will not delay the rehabili- 
jtation of the veteran”. 

The problem of what to do with 
stock and equipment poses no spe- 
cial difficulties, for, if the veteran 
jdecides to quit the lease, either 
the stock and equipment can be 
moved to the new farm, or repur- 
chased by the VLA for sale to 
someone else and the proceeds of 
the sale credited to the veteran for 
use on his new farm. 

HAD THIS REGULATION not 
been passed men who were waiting 
to get onto farms would have been 
faced with two alternatives, Either 
they would have to find temporary 
employment, if and when it was 
available, or they would be forced 
to apply for out-of-work benefits. 
Neither of these alternatives are 
satisfactory solutions to the prob- 
lem facing the farmer who wants 
to start farming. 

In addition to this regulation the 
regulations regarding the granting 
of “benefits while awaiting returns” 
to farmers have been modified. 
Previously application for these 
had to be made within 12 months of 
discharge. Now the application must 
be made within 12 months of the 
date on whch the veteran enters 
into the agreement for sale, 

THIS 1S IMPORTANT because a 
veteran may apply for a farm any 
time within ten years of discharge 
—but could only get the benefits 
provided he took advantage of the 
act within one year of his dis- 
charge. These benefits will, in many 
| cases, make all the difference he- 
| tween success and failure to the 
man starting off on a new farm with 
all the expenses of equipping it, 
stocking it and furnishing a home. 
| In certain cases too, where vet- 
}erans ask for farms adjoining their 
father's property, the rule requiring 
that a veteran must see the land 
with the snow off, has been relaxed. 

IT WAS FELT that to insist on 
this rule in these cases would work 
jan unnecessary hardship. In these 
cases the veteran is permitted to 
|make the’ ten percent deposit and 
|the land is held for him, although 
|the agreement will not be com-
